We, the Albany Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, are greatly interested 
in the welfare of the City of Al- 
bany, and because of this, we be- 
lieve that it is a healthy thing for 
citizens to take an interest in their 
government, and to seek the solu- 





tion to various civic problems. 


However, we feel that the public 
voicing of certain criticisms before 
a diligent attempt has’ been made 
by the individual concerned, to seek 
out the facts, may cause the City 
more harm in unfavorable publicity 
than may the problem in question, 
We feel that any citizen having a 
problem or a complaint, should first 
discuss the matter thoroughly with

If a .citizen has a complaint 
against the Police Department, he

Albany gather a distorted idea of 
our City. 

We realize that it is beyond the 
scope of the City Council to take 
action on this matter, but we hope 
that the Council may put the stamp 
of this procedure.
